ST. PETiKSBUBG, April 13 —A Rus- 


sian mine has wrought terrific dis- 
aster to the Russian navy, costing the 
emoire the life of Admiral Makaroff, 
commande--in-chief of the Russian sea 
forces in the far east, the first class 
battleship Petrcpavlovsk and the lives 
of over 600 members of her crew. 


Fighting, 
accoidiug to latest re- 


ports is stil' going on at Port Arthur 
between the Japanese and Russian 
fleets 
The results are, however, still 


unknown. It is feared that the ICES 
of Makaroff and his battleship will so 
demoralize the Russian forces and en- 
courage the Japanese under Tcgo that 
the latter will succeed in their design 
of utterly annihilating the Pert Ar- 
thur squadron; nor is the capture of 
Port Arthur its»lf at all improbable.

pears to have consisted of an untuc 
cassful attempt made by four Japanese 
cruisers and one batt'esnip to inter- 
c<pt a large Bussian cruiser ctrn'ng 
from the east. The Russian protected 
cruiser Askold and a baHleship Petrc- 
pavlovsk went to the assistance of the 
Russian cruiser. 


According to reports from the com- 


mandant at Port Arthur, sent to the 
czar by Viceroy Alexieff, when the 
battleships and cruiser went out to aid 
the inccming Russian cruiser, the ene- 
my receiving re-enforcements, making 
h'S total strength 30 vessels, forced the 
Russian squadron to return to the 
ro»dste«d, whereupon the Petropav- 
lov=k touched a mine, resulting in her 
destruction.

and tark in a few minutes, carrying 
down a most the entire crew. Captain 
Jakovleff, Grand Duke Cyril and two 
otter cmcers were saved because they 
were standing on the upper bridge. 


Vice-Admiral Makarcff's 
death is 


realiy a greater less than would be 
that of several battleships. He was 
the pride of the navy and enjoyed the 
implicit confidence of his sovereign, as 
well as of the cfficers and men of the 
S2ivee.

mistake to plan that they should bs 
too elaborate. 
Then they become a 


burden. 
The woman who has tired 


herself out with preparations for a 
day's rest fee!?, by the time she is 
ready to start, that she is so weary she 
would rather stay at home than go 
anywhere in the world. 
To guard 


agairst this there should be certain 
^ 


stock arrangements made once for all ann0yal]ce 
and the means thus devised should be 
always on hand. 


In the first place, there should be a 


picnic basket. The ideal of this is the 
beautifully rnide tea-basket or lunch- 
basket of the English, but the cost of 
this puts it beyond the reach of most 
persons. 
We would not be Yankees 


and ingenious if we could not manage 
a substitute. It may not be SD elegant 
but it will serve the purpose as well. 
A good-sized basket with a cover and 
a stout handle should be selected and 
if the fitting for this can be attached 
to the inside of the basket by stout 
rubber or elastic bands, so much the 
better. If not, they can be packed in 
is best one may. 
Such fittings should, 


when possible, be of aluminum, be- 
cause of the lightness of this, but tin 
can be used or anyone of the light 
metal wares that are on the market. 


First among these fittings should be 


a ccuple of boxes with tightly fitted 
lids. If they cannot be orocured paste- 
board boxes will serve. The advant- 
age of the metal boxes is that their 
contents keep moist aad fresh. One of 
these receptacles will hold sandwiches, 
another cold meat, if this is taken, or 
if not, cake and other sweets. 
In ad- 


dition to these boxes there should be 
drinking cups of some light metal- 
glass and china are too heavy—and a 
set of ordinary knives.forks and spoons 
that are kept for this purpose alone 
»nd will be no great loss if they come 
to grief. When plates are needed the 
light ones of wood or papar that are 
used by grocers will answer admirably, 
and plenty of these should always be 
in the house. There should also be a 
supply of Japanese napkins on hand. 
None of the articles belonging to the 
picnic outfit should ever be used for 
eny other purpose. 
On the return 


from the outing the fittings of the 
basket should be put in order, and 
basket and contents set away untU the 
time ol the next expedition. 


This is the kind of outfit to have for 
i boating and fishing excursion, or for 
a trolley picnic, when one goes by car 
to some distant point. If there is to 
be a gcod-sized party it is better to 
have several baskets of sot all or me- 
dium capacity than one or two that 
»re large and heavy. Divide the bur- 
den as much as possible. 
For such 


excursions there should be provided 
also a heavy railway or traveling rug 
or shawl that will do to spread on the 
grass for a seat. The young persons 
of the party may not need it but it will 
be pleasact for the older picnickers to 
feel that they may be sparing them- 
selves an attack of rheumatism. 


A tablecloth may also be taken along 


»nd the commissariat may be exten- 
sive. Sandwiches, bread and butter, 
rolls or biscuit, cold meat, hard boiled 
or stuffed eggs, salad, cakes, fruit, 
among the solids, cold coffee or tea, 
ginger ale, root beer or lemonade for 
drinkables. Any or all ol thess are ^ t^,^^ 
tatisfactory if the picnic is to have for whi(,i1 is an . 
an object a berrying or fishing party, Cam3tances. 
a nutting frolic, a cl»m bake or some- 
thing else ol the sort. For such oc- 
casions, when a fire is possible, it is 
•well to take along a certain quantity 
ol uncooked provisions—as indeed is 
necessary at a clam bake—like pota- 
toes, sweet and white, corn, apples and 
so lorth, while the coffee or tea may 
be heated over the fire. 


Far different is the sort of provision 


that is to be made for a bicycling 
party. The members ot this mast not 
entangle themselves with the cares of 
this life to the extent of loading them- 
selves with heavy baskets. They must 
travel light and depend upon road- 
houses and farmers for the balk of 
their meals.

1,873,880 inhabitants; Philadelphia has 
1,367,716; St. L-u!Ehas just passed and

DRAINAGE OF FARM LAND. 


SucceMfnl Plans of Irrigation Farm* 


er« In the Central Wort. 


By C. G. ELLIOTT, Drainage Ezpert 
In many irrigated lands the water ac- 


cumulates at various points by under- 
flow from the waste of Irrigation prac- 
ticed upon more elevated land adjoin- 
ing or from leakage of supply ditches 
which are constructed through pervi- 
ous material. The prevention of the 
accumulation of water in harmful 
quantities is best accomplished by In- 
tercepting it before it reaches the low- 
er level.

I shut the doors 
and windows closely for ten to fifteen 
minutes and in most cases effected a 
cure. Be sure to get the pure pine and 
not coal tar for this purpose. Repeat 
once or twice if the fowls are badly 
affected. 
I have found an excellent 


remedy In more advanced cases and 
especially where there has been dis- 
charge from nostril, swollen eyes. etc. 
In the use of peroxide of hydrogen. I 
place the fowl under loft arm and 
with the aid of an oil can inject into 
the nostril a few drops of this prepa- 
ration, usiiiK care to wipe with a small 
piece of .cloth any of the mucus which 
will soon appear on eye and nostril. 
After this repeat the dose and place 
the treated fowl iu a pen away from 
others. This is also a quick relief for 
canker in the- throat, but earn must be 
t.ikcn int to allow too much to enter 
the windpipe, as the hydrogen causes 
the acciiniuliition to foment and will 
strangle the fowl. Care must be taken 
also to cleanse the hands aud burn the 
clotli used on sick birds to prevent the 
spread of this disease.

DBAINAGE BY WELLS. 


neath the saturated soil. The walls 
consist of curb boxes twslve Inches In 
diameter made with eight sides from 
boards an inch thick. They are sunk 
from eight to twelve feet deep, the «x- 
cavations being made with a large au- 
ger. The wells have underdrain out- 
lets about three feet deep leading to a 
surface ditch. The water rises at once 
in these wells to the height of tie out- 
let provided and flows away. The soil, 
which is about five feet deep, is under- 
laid with gravel, which through the 
process of seepage from higher lands 
has become surcharged with water 
which by reason of constant pressure 
and continual supply from land occu- 
pying a higher level saturates the soil 
above the gravel. These wella, put In 
at various points where water appear- 
ed, reclaimed at small cost a field 
which had been given over to grazing 
on account of saturation and alkali. 


This method of draining Is regarded 


as highly successful by the farmers of 
the vicinity who have witnessed the 
reclamation of the land so treated. The 
individual well and drain as used In 
the work described are shown In the 
first figure. The method is simple. Its 
efficiency consists in relieving the pres- 
sure of the underground water at sucn

TUBERCULOSIS IN HENS. 


California ProfeMifor Sayn Diiieaae In 


Prevalent on Ranches. 


Now that his experiments with dis- 


eased fowls in California have demon- 
strated the fact that tuberculosis Is 
one of the most widely prevalent dis- 
eases in the poultry ranches of the 
state, Dr. Archibald K. Ward, veteri- 
narian of the University of Califor- 
nia agricultural department, is pur- 
suing investigations to discover wheth- 
er there is any relationship between 
this and bovine or human tuberculosis. 
Furthermore, the consideration of the 
possible significance of fowl tubercu- 
losis has awakened the desire to know 
whether or not the deadly organisms 
are present in the egg. 
Both these 


points are vitally Important, and the 
animal industries department, in con- 
junction with the recently established 
poultry experiment station, will make 
a careful study of the cases that are 
brought to tbeir attention. 


Dr. Ward, although just commenced 


on these investigations, lias this to say 
on the second point: "It appears to be 
true that hens badly Infected do not 
lay. In the thirty postmortems of tu- 
berculosis hens that have come under 
the writer's observation but one hen 
contained an egg. The thorough cook- 
ing to which poultry is subjected ren- 
ders rather remote the possible dan- 
ger of human infection by ingestion. 
Careful observation to determine if 
newly hatched chicks suffer from tu- 
berculosis will throw light on the ques- 
tion of tubercle bacilli in eggs." 


Owing to the fact that tuberculosis 


in fowls seldom kills a sufficient num- 
ber of birds at one time to excite fear, 
Its existence in a Bock bas come to be 
regarded as a matter of course and has 
attracted little attention from the own- 
ers. 
Under the conditions obtaining 


in the poultry industry in California 
Dr. Ward says all the individuals of 
an infected Hock must be regarded as 
possible sources of danger to healthy 
birds. 
Taking advantage of the ex- 


perience lu the control of tuberculosis 
in cattle, he says that it will be easy 
to raise a flock of healthy chickens 
provided they are kept constantly from 
contact with diseased birds or from 
land recently contaminated by tuber- 
culous fowls. 
Since the life of a fowl 


Is so short, lie predicts that such' a 
procedure would result in the eradica- 
tion of the disease in three or four 
years.— San Francisco Chronicle.

Drains upon another plan have been 


used by J. Hetzel and others to the vi- 
cinity of Longmont, Colo. A continu- 
ous line of underdrains is laid cross- 
wise of tbe slope along the upper bor- 
der oi the lands showing seepage. 
These drains are laid five feet deep, 
which is regarded as necessary to their 
success. The subsoil Is adobe clay, In 
which pockets of sand are encountered 
which Interfere with the laying of the 
drains. 
The method of location Is 


shown in the second figure. The drains 
are made of one inch boards in the 
form of a continuous box 6 by G inches 
in the insiclo, with no bottom. These 
drains complete cost about $1 per rod. 
It is not uncommon in this vicinity to 
find one drain located In this manner 
intercepting sufficient water to reclaim 
forty to eighty acres of land where the 
golf is of a stiff nature. 
Where soils 


are open and admit of very free perco- 
lation of water the same -plan Is ap- 
plicable, but the size of drains must be 
increased. 
The quantity of water 


•which it 'is necessary to Intercept Is 
greater than is usually suspected, and 
some failures to obtain good results 
are probably owing to the fact that the 
drains are too small. Shallow drains 
do not accomplish the result, nor do 
drains laid up and down the slope, as 
fully and cheaply as those laid across. 


Where drains are laid in wet land Its 


unstable condition and water bearing 
sand pockets often make it impractica-

The plans of treating land for the 


purpose of redeeming It from alkali 
which has accumulated through evap- 
oration and seepage are not uniform, 
nor is there any practice which haa 
been so reduced to a system as to jus- 
tify 
an authoritative statement of 


methods that may be best employee. 
The cutting off of the underground 
supply by drainage has often resulted 
in the full reclamation of the land, 
with no other treatment than sunse 
quent irrigation aud cropping. 


Onions FOT G»pe». 


Onions are the best preventive of 


capes, says an English poultryman. 
Gape worms will not live in chickens 
that smell of onions. In breeding chick- 
ens for market they should not be fed 
•with onions after they are five or nix 
weeks old, or the flesh will taste ol 
them. 
I proved their value during 


last summer. The season was the wet- 
test ever known in England. I never 
had more than a half dozen cases. On 
the same farm other years hundreds 
of chickens died.

pared.) Some, no doubt, will ask the 
quantity to feed. 
If 20 per cent of 


food is onions, your poultry will be an 
the better for it.

I could 
give hundreds of cases where I have 
saved thousands of pheasants with on- 
ions, and the same with turkeys.
